EVIL EFFECTS

OF WEALTH

Baccalaureate Address to Univer-

sity Students by NephI L.

Morris.

rTHE greatest curse of wealth is
Uf that it croatcs too much dlffcr- -

once between thoso who Jave it
and thoso who have it noL"

This Is a strong aphorlum stated by Elder
XephI L. Morris of the Mormon church
in his baccalaureate address to tho gradu- -

ates of the Stato University, delivered in
the Assembly Hall last, night. Too often,
he said, the possession of wealth moant
the. placing of a barrier between friends,
evon the sundcilng of lovo between
brothers.

The speaker emphasized the point that
effort is the key to succors, and endeav-
ored to impress upon the minds of the
groduatlng students that their diplomas
did not signify that thoy wero done with
studying, that thoy had not loarned
everything, nor even much, but have
learned how to learn.

The graduates were told that they were
Ju't entering the groat school of experi-
ence and that tho toller's is the scepter
that rules the earth. They wore told
hat much was expected of thorn both by

tholr alma mnter and by their State, but
that thrtlr noblest aim should not be the
acquisition oi mon. may were imvisuu
not to center their aflVctions upon earthly
Miings alone. Xot ail of the graduates,
said Eldr Morris. Iimvo been a credit to
their alma mater, for the reason that
their purposes have not been pure nor
their motives righteous. The graduate
was told to iot is his or her ideal tho
ideals of the lowly Xnzarene.

fered by Prof James E. Talmagc, and
Prof Milton Bonnion delivered the bene-
diction.

Memorial Sermon by

Rev. Dr. Goshen,

Audiencf Carried Away by

the Eloquence of the
Speaktr.

G. A. R. Posts and Woman's Relief
Corps Attended First Congrega-

tional in a Body.

ELOQUENT words were tho G. A. H.

IN eulogized by Kov. Elmer I.
who delivered tlio memorial

sermon at the First .Congregational
church yesterday morning; Tho subject
of tho sermon cannot be given In brief
form. Jt was loo broad, and doalt with
the history of other countries as well
as that of the United States.

Tho speaker (old of the landing of tho
Pilgrim fathers, of tho hardships thoy
underwent, in glowing words ho pictured
the patriotism of the Revolutionary hoU
dler. He finally came down to the Chil
war and told how In the days of peace
a prosperity haI arisen and flourished on
a system of oppression. Both sides, ho
said, were composed of men who would
(ylold their lives to their convictions of
right. Both sides believed they wore right
and it was left to God to dccldo the ques-
tion.

The speakr did not overlook In his ser-
mon thep art taken by the mothers
and wives of the soldiers, their noblo

at all times. He appealed
to the young men to do their duty In per-
fecting the work of government and car-
rying out the Ideas for which tho veter-
ans had fought.

Tho church was crowded to ovcrllowlng,
and many times tho audience was car-
ried away by the eloquence, of the speaker.
Mr. Goshen spoke extemporaneously and
afterward said that he was inspired by
the occasion. Seals had been reserved
for the members of the two posts of the
G A. R. and the members of the women's
allh'd corps. Many of Iho most promi-
nent people in the city wore present.
"When the orator became most stirring
his hearers could not restrain their ap-
preciation, and severn I times he ta3
compelled to stop until a mighty wave of
applause had subsided.

According to arrangements, the members
of the Maxwell and McICcan corps mot
at their respective halls ar.d joined forces
at tho corner of First South and Main
streets, from whore they marched to-
gether to the church. Seats had been re-
served for tho old soldiers and tho mem-
bers of the womon'n relief" corps, who
were well represented In the audience.

Under the direction of President Mrs. W.
II. Jones, tho members of the relief corps
were busy all afternoon yesterday con-
structing floral pieces with which tho
graves of tho dead veterans will be deco-
rate 1 today. A ll bough the flowers were
not donated with undue liberality, enough
were secured to make many handsomo
decorative plccvs. Most beautiful was tho
ploce constructed for tho miknovn dead.

Notwithstanding their rccont return
from the Philippines, and still more re-

cent arrival at Fort Douglas, the soldiers
and officers of the Twenty-nint- h will ap-
pear in the parade today. Owing to tho
tact that the boys lost most of their
clothes at San Francisco, and that their
ranks have been reduced to only 211 men
in the flvo companies, their appearance
will not be all that they should like It
to be today; but with tho proper spirit
they oxpressed no reluctance about tak-
ing part.

Dr. Benedict
was called to attend her, but nho had
breathed her last before ho could reach
the place. In fact she only gave a single
gasp after being taken into the drug store.
The doctor applied tho usual restoratives
in an attempt to revive her, but without
avail. Tho body was later removed to the
undertaking establishment of Joseph Wil-
liam Taylor.

Deceased was tho wwlow of the late Da-
vid W. Leaker, father of William J. Leak-
er, city plumbing inspector, and Charles
J. Leaker, patrolman. Sh was born In
Somersetshire, England. M.-i- 11, 1S34, and
waa marrlqd to Mr, Leaker when 2t years
old.

Praise for Men

on the Missouri- -

President Roosevelt Commends Hero-

ic Acts of Officers and Crew of

Unfortunate Battleship.

May 23. Secretary

WASHINGTON, a genoral order
.from tlio re-

port of tho Missouri court or In-

quiry regarding tlio conduct of the officers
and men nt the time of tho accident on

board that vessel April IS. The President
sent this letter to the department:

"Tho memorandum of Rear-Admir- al A.
S. Barker, cominandcr-In-chle- f of the
North Atlantic fleet, of April 20. on tha
accldont on board the Missouri, lias been
laid before mo by tho Navy department.
In it Admiral Barker says: 'The disaster
was appalling, but It developed heroes.
History records no more heroic act than
that of Monsscn, who crawled through a
hole In tho burning magazlnu lo put out
the flames. The conduct of tho Captain,
officers and crew was superb, showing
excollent discipline and marked physical
courage.'

"It Is a matter of profound gratificatioa
to all who are proud of the American
navv, that the officer and mon concorncd
should have behaved ho well under such
trvlntr clrciimHtnnecs.

"Tho weapons with which men now
mako war upon tho ocean aro so terrible,
tho mechanism of our warships is at once
so delicate and so formidable, ns to make
thorough training nnd practice in their
use both Indispensable and dangerous.
Such war machines would In battlo bo ut-
terly usolcss unless those handling them
knew by actual experience their capabili-
ties and power to utilize to the highest de-

gree thesd capabilities, and this power can
onlv bo acquired by practice, from which
a certain amount of risk is Inseparable.

"Every man performed his duty with a
cool and courage which
gives us a right to feel entire confidence
as to the way In which any emergency,
In battlo or otherwise, would bo met.
Similarly we have a right to be proud of
tho fact that on tho Instant resumption
of the target practice tho marksmanship,
if anything, showod a slight improvement
after the accident."

GREAT SEA PERIL

GRAPHICALLY TOLD

TOKIO, May 20. The sixth Japanese
squadron, which was blockading Port Ar-

thur, overhauled and searched a Junk and
seized a number of letters written by Rus-
sian officers.

do-boat destroyer had successfully
placed a scries of mines during tho night
which preceded the loss of the HatsuBC,
and, continuing, tulls of the loss of sorno
Russian torpedo-boa- t destroyers.

Tho heavy 1os-- of life which accom-nanlo- d

tho sinking of tho Japanese cruiser
Yoshlno as a result of colliding with the
Japanose cruiser Kasuga on May 15. was
duo to the smashing of flvo of her boats
by falling masts. Vhen tho ships came
together, collision mats wcro used and a
tarpaulin was placed over tho hole, but
it was imposBiblo to stop tho Inrush of
water. The ship settled quickly listing to
tho starboard. Capt. Gin Saycki ordcrnd
tho crew to the upper deck, where they
manned the boats. Five boat3 were low-
ered on the starboard sldo and one on tho
port side, but before they wcro cleared
the ship lurched to tho starboard and com-
menced to sink.

Cried "Banzai" to Sailors.
Tho masts and davits smashed all five

of the boats on tho starboard aide. Capt.
Snyeki remained on tho bridge and cried
"Banzni" to tho sailors an they wcro en-
tering the boats. When last seen he was
shaking hands with Commander Hlro-wata- rl

and bidding him farewell.
At this moment Lieut. Nalto sprang

overboard and swam to the only cutter
which had escaped from tho wreck. Ho
rowed to the cruiser Kasuga and returned
with threo boats, but no trace of tho
Yoshino or her crow could bo found, with
the exception of si;c men, who had al-
ready been rescued by boats from tho
cruLscr Chltose. The fog was so dense
that the searchlight ojc tho Kasuga,
though not more than COO meters distant,
was only faintly discernible. The Kasuga
6truck the Yoshlno on the port side, near
the engines, and the force of the blow was
so great that tho dynamos of hor lighting
plant wcro destroyed, leaving tho ship in
darkness.
